Restricted immigra¬ 
tion. lower interest rates, 
taxable social welfare al¬ 
lowances and full au¬ 
tonomy for provincial 
welfare ministers were 
the key recommendations 
made Thursday in Ot¬ 
tawa by B.C. Rehabilita¬ 
tion Minister Philip Gar- 
la rdi. 

In a brief to a conference of 
provincial welfare ministers, 
released in Victoria Thursday. 
Gaglardi painted a gloomy 
picture of the British Colum¬ 
bia scene at present and 
predicted worse unless some¬ 
thing is done to help the 
young jieople graduating from 
educational institutions, and 
young immigrants. 

Gaglardi said that more 
than 75 per cent of provincial 
g r owth comes from immigra¬ 
tion primarily from other 
provinces of Canadp, and 
most of the immigrants he 
said are between 19 and 29. 

★ * ★ 

He predicted that this 
year’s census will show that 
53 per cent of the provincial 
population is under 30 years. 

Gaglardi said that in terms 
of social assistance, child 
welfare, nursing and boarding 
home care and other aids, 
immigrants to British Colum¬ 
bia will cost taxpayers $27.4 
million this year. 

During the last four years, 
he added, because of immi¬ 
gration and unemployment 
the number of welfare recipi¬ 
ents had doubled while month¬ 
ly welfare erots had quad¬ 
rupled from about $2 million 
in April. 1966, to almost $9 
million in November 1970. 

The increasing number of 
young people in the province 
lias already had an impact on 
welfare caseloads, according 
to Gaglardi. 

♦ * * 

In 1965. he said. 2.5 per cent 
of the single men on assist¬ 
ance were between 18 and 20. 
In November. 1970, there had 
been a five-fold increase in 
this age group, making up 
11.4 per cent of the caseload 
with a corresponding signifi¬ 
cant increase in the propor¬ 
tion of single women on 
assistance. 

There appeared to be tliree 
alternative solutions to 
present problems, said 
Gaglardi — to extend and find 
new jobs at twice the present 
rate, to restrict the number 
of people entering the labor 
market by keeping them in 
scliool longer or restricting

Guilty Verdict 
In FLQ Trial 
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MONTREAL (CP) — Come Leblanc, a 22-year- 
old unemployed laborer, was convicted Thursday 
night of advocating or promoting the illegal aims of 
the outlawed Quebec Liberation Front. 

However, he was acquitted 
on a second charge of mem¬ 
bership in the FLQ by a 12- 
man jury which deliberated 
for five hours before reaching 
verdicts. 

Mr. Justice Roger Ouimet 
is to hand down sentence Feb. 
12 in Court of Queen’s Bench. 
The conviction is punishable 
by up to five years’ imprison¬ 
ment. a fine of $5,000 or both.

Five Canadians 
Survive 
Yacht’s Upset 
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W I L LEMSTAD. Curacao 
(AP) — Five Canadian sur¬ 
vivors of a shipwreck have 
arrived in this capital of The 
Netherlands Antilles aboard 
the Greek tanker Golden 
Eagle, which rescued them 
Sunday from the waters of 
Mona Passage, west of 
"Puerto Rico. 

Bruce Robertson. 43. owner 
‘of the Canadian-registered 65- 
foot sailing yacht Saorsa. his 
daughter Dale, 17. and son 
Michael, 14: David Moms. 31. 
and Sharon Morrow. 24. spent 
a harrowing 32 hours clinging 
to the keel of the boat, which 
capsized the morning of Jan. 
23 after being bit by a "freak 
wave.” 

Robertson and the other 

survivors are sunburned and 
bruised. All are from Toronto. 

All have swollen ankle?. 
Morris is suffering from blood 
poisoning in his left foot. 

The Saorsa sailed from 


Canada in October, calling at 
New York, Savannah, Gu., 
Miami, Ha. and the Ba¬ 
hamas. She was en route to 
Santo Domingo when the 
wave capsized her. 

The five Canadians, 
pounded by strong seas, clung, 
to the keel. Lacking food and 
water, they relieved their 
hunger ami thirst with some 
floating grapefruit and over¬ 
ripe bananas they fished from 
the waves. 

They tried repreatedly to 
attract attention of passing 
ships with a shiny piece of 
metal and by waving an 
orange fluorescent sou’wester. 
But 24 vessels passed vvitliout 
seeing them. 

The Golden Eagle found 
them on Sunday only because 
her captain, John Ramfos, 
had deviated from his normal 
route to take a radio-beacon 
fix on Mona Island. He saw 
the overturned Saorsa and its 
crew floating in his path.

East Germany of attempting 
to wreck the four-power talks 
on Berlin by continued inter¬ 
ference with traffic between 
the city and West Germany . 
In a tough speech, he said 
•there could be no general de- 
escalation of tensions in cen¬ 
tral Europe without agree¬ 
ments with all Warsaw Pact 
countries. 

But it was his reference to 
free assembly which caught 
tlie most attention. In the 
broadest sense, this could 
mean plenary meetings of the 
Bundestag in West Berlin.

Referring to Trudeau's 
Asian tour which ends today, 
Stanfield told delegates at a 
nomination convention that 
responsibility for the current 
economic situation ' seems to 
lie lightly on the prime 
minister’s head." 

On the other hand. Stanfield 


had not joined in a New 
Democrat demand for Tru¬ 
deau's immediate return fol¬ 
lowing publication last week 
of unemployment statistics 
for December. 


"I did not do so because I 
believe Mr. Trudeau is no 
more isolated from Canadian 
realities for or five thousand 
miles away than he is when 
he is at home.” 


Flying into Seattle? 


THAT GRAND and exalted munici|>ality of 
Oak Bay is off the hook/for the time being, at 
least, insofar as paying its own way in 
athletic services. Oak Bay doesn't have tlie 
money at the moment to go ahead with the 
full complex (rink, swimming pool) but hopes 
to commission an architect to draw up plans 
for the time when the cash will be available. 

Let me suggest now — long before a 
single line has been drawn on paper, before a 
single red cent has been allocated — that 
Mayor Frances Elford and the Oak Bay 
Council, take a long and careful look at the 
pitfalls. 

The pitfall of building a magnificent 
monument rather than a simple, functional 
hockey rink and swimming pool. Look around 
the area and see what I mean. The idea is to 
provide good athletic facilities at bone-bare 
cost to the taxpayer. Too many architects get 
carried away with the aesthetic values and to 
hell with the expense. 

★ * ★ 

THERE IS the pitfall of not knowing what 
should constitute a good rink or a good pool. 
Like the George Pearkes Arena — the ice 
surface is too small. In other words, rely on 
the advice of corrq>etent hockey and 
swimming people. But to be able to rely on 
it, you must seek it out first. 

Oak Bay can benefit from the mistakes 
made by other municipalities in the past. Oak 
Bay can certainly steer clear of the blunders 
— both financial and functional — of the new 
Central Park pool. 

Oak Bay can listen to any proposals, the 
likes of which Peter Bunn is putting forth, 
that would wed existing facilities at Oak Bay 
High with a new sport complex. Take the 
logical step insofar as the pool is concerned. 
There are 2.000 young [>eople attending the 
two schools and they could make use of such 
a pool during sch«x>l hours. A sport facility 
needs maximum use to justify the initial 
outlay.

III NN’S PLAN, of which I have only 
sketchy information at this time, would most 
certainly offer a monetary saving to the 
municipality re land cost, and what is just as 
important, guarantee complete use of our 
existing school properties. 

I'm sure Mayor Elford and every member 
of council will agree that individually and 
collectively, they have little or no knowledge 


of either hockey rinks dr swimming pools. 
Therefore, to be honest with Oak Bay 
ratepayers, it behooves them to invest time 
in listening to top hockey and swimming 
people. And I don’t mean men who happen to 
coach minor hockey teams, but professionals 
who made their living from the sport. 

Any other appraoch would be a dereliction 
of duty.

YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


Meat Not Essential 


By G. Thosteson, MD 

Dear Dr. Thostetton: Our 

daughter, 16, decided more 
than a year ago to give up 
eating meat. She has quietly 
and steadfastly stuck to this, 
so it is not a passing fancy. 

She eats some cheese, eggs, 
and fish as protein replace¬ 
ment. Do you have advice on 
a daily healthful diet for a 
teen-ager who has chosen to 
give up meat?—Mrs. S.L. 

While I prefer to get a good 
share of my protein from 
meat, I don’t insist on it for 
everybody else. Your daugh¬ 
ter evidently knows the other 
principal protein sources, and 
if she has at least a couple of 
good servings of cheese, nuts, 
eggs or fish, and legumes 
(beans) every day, she should 
get sufficient protein. In view 
of that. I don’t think I’d 
worry about her. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My. 
husband, age 67, has drooping 
eyelids. L What causes this? 
Would an operation help or 
would they droop 
again?—Mrs. H.V.P. 

One item of suspicion is a 
muscle disorder called 
myasthenia gravis. While that 
is more prevalent in women, 
it occurs in men. too. In such 
a case, other indications of 
muscular weakness should be 
present. 

A nerve disorder affecting 
the eyelids is another possibil¬ 
ity. 

I trust that your husband 
will have an eye specialist 
examine him. 

Surgery has been employed 
to raise the lids, but the 
effect may not be permanent. 
(Or it may.) Also I have seen 
a device attached to the inner 


side of spectacles to hold the 
lids open by a gentle pressure . 
on the upper part of the lids. 
That might be considered. 

It is imperative, though, 
that the cause first be 
determined.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
an ingrown toenail that is 
very painful and giving off 
blood and pus. What causes 
this and is there any medicine 
that will help clear it up? — 
8.A.H. 

The nail has been pressed 
into a position so it grows 
down into the flesh instead of 
outward as it should. Don’t 
expect medicine to cure it. Go 
to a podiatrist, or to your 
doctor, and have it treated 
effectively. The pus means 
infection has set in, so go get 
help right away.

an increasing amount being 
spent on welfare and adult 
education and community 
activities. 

According to Gaglardi, the 
increase in gross provincial 
product was greater than the 
national average, as was the 
rate of increase in the 
number of jobs and the size 
of the labor force. 

In 1969. he said, 44.000 new 
jobs opened up, but 25.519 
Grade 12 students left school 
— about one-third of whom 
would continue their educa¬ 
tion — and 56.000 new citizers 
immigrated — most of them 
between 19 and 29. The net 
result, he said, was 42,000 
people with no work. 

Last year (1970) only 16,000 
new jobs opened up, while 
27,641* Grade 12 students left 
school, and 66.000 immi¬ 
grated.

Gaglardi urged that the 
conference go on record as 
recommending that the fed¬ 
eral government restrict total 
immigration permitting entry 
only to people who have skills 
in short supply. 

He suggested special grants 
for areas and provinces ex¬ 
periencing immigration above 
the national average. 

Interest rates, he said, 
should be lowered to encour¬ 
age greater development in 
all |>arts of Canada — espe¬ 
cially in the field of housing. 

★ ★ ★ 

Gaglardi told the confer¬ 
ence that it should be recog¬ 
nized that the provinces must 
control the administration and 
social improvement pro¬ 
grams. 

The Canada Assistance 
Plan, he said is a cost-sharing 
agreement between the prov¬ 
inces and Canada, but the 
authority to determine eligi¬ 
bility and need, to establish 
policy and procedures, must 
remain with the provinces. 

"Provincial authority for all 
assistance and social im¬ 


provement matters must be 
vested in the provincial min¬ 
ister responsible to the pro¬ 
vincial electorate.

"Further, the federal gov¬ 
ernment should not approve 
provincial agency programs 
and services without the 
approval of the province,” 
said Gaglardi. 

Last summer there was a 
confrontation between G a g - 
lardi and the federal govern¬ 
ment when he refused to give 
welfare to locked-out workers, 
and a withdrawal of federal 
support was threatened but 
nobaarried out. 

Last month the federal 
government gave the Victoria 
Low-Income Group $10,000 for 
the first four months of a 
rehabilitation program of pro¬ 
viding housemaids.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
The penalty phase of the 
Sharon Tate murder trial 
began Thursday with Charles 
Manson shouting at the judge 
and being ejected from the 
courtroom for punching his 
laywer, Irvin Kanarek. 

The action preceded testi¬ 
mony by a black musician 
that Manson once shot him in 
the stomach, stole the shirt 
off the back of a friend of the 
musician then kissed the feet 
of another friend and re¬ 
marked: "Now we’re even.” 

Manson, 36, leader of a 
hippie-style clan, was con¬ 
victed Monday after a seven- 
month trial on charges of 
murder and conspiracy in the 
August, 1969, killings of Miss 
Tate and six others. Three 


women followers were con¬ 
victed with him. 

As required by California 
law, the jury is holding a 
second trial to determine the 
penalty, either death or life 
imprisonment

SACRAMK NTO. Calif.

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union, which filed the 
suit challenging the report 
and is defending several of 
those indicted, said it doubted 
w hether a fair trial was now 
possible. 

Prisoner Shot 

SEATTLE (AP) — A jail 
prisoner was shot and 
wounded Tuesday when he 
tried to escape from a deputy 
after an appearance in su¬ 
perior court. Curtis L. John¬ 
son. 26, of Seattle, was shot 
in the ’lower back following 
a 60-yard chase on the ninth 
floor of the county courthouse, 
police said. He was listed in 
satisfactory condition. 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. 
(AP) — The Ajiollo 14 launch 
crew, hoping for a flawless 
mission, moved smoothly 
ahead Thursday in a near- 
perfect countdown toward 
Sunday's blastoff to the moon. 

"It's one of the cleanest 
Apollo countdowns we’ve ever 
enjoyed,” said Walter 
Kapryan, directing his third 
consecutive launch of the 
Saturn V booster rocket. 


After the oxygen tank ex¬ 
plosion of Apollo 13 that 
imperilled its crew and forced 
cancellation of its moon land¬ 
ing. Kapryan added, "it has 
got to be perfect mission." 

While the three astronauts 
worked in trainers, the launch

Hawk and the lunar module 
Antares, placing them in 
readiness for Sunday’s 3:23 
p.m. liftoff on the journey to 
tiie craggy highlands of the 
moon.

Good weather was forecast 
for launch time — partly 
cloudy skies, cool tempera¬ 
tures and easterly 10-knot 
breezes. 

During the Apollo 12 liftoff, 
the Saturn thundered upward 
into a rainstorm and was 
jolted by lightning that 
scrambled the command 
ship’s instruments for a split 
second. And, said a Mission 
Control spokesman, "caused a 
couple of cardiac arrests down 
here."

nr'HE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT has taken a 
1 major step in the right direction in deciding to 
give priority rating to its drug-abuse program. 
According to Health Minister John Munro the 
budget will be Increased tenfold to $4.5 million 
with more than half being spent on research and 
public information. 

Of the $1,200,000 earmarked for research, up 
to $840,000 will be spent on finding out exactly 
what marijuana and other cannabis substances do 
to the human body. 

The very fact that Ottawa and in particular 
Mr. Munro, who has made some pretty irrespon¬ 
sible Statements about marijuana in the past, now 
accepts the fact that not enough Is known about 
the drug is heartening Inasmuch as it indicates a 
tacit rejection of the unsatisfactory LeDain 
Commission report. 

Rather, it appears to have chosen as its guide 
In reaching this decision the far more authoritative 
submission made by the Canadian Medical 
Association before the commission in November, 
1969. 

The CMA report states in part: "Cannabis 
products, especially marijuana,' have in recent 
years become the centre of intense controversy and 
many contradictory reports. The issue has become 


so embroidered with mythology, prejudice and 
dogmatism that it is difficult to make a clear 
assessment, even for professionals who closely 
follow the literature, the scientific research and the 
habits of drug users. 

"Despite many studies and reports, reliable 
facts are scant and elusive, and there have been 
surprisingly few adequately conducted experiments 
in man, particularly in North America. Experts 
with impeccable experience give diametrically 
opposed and contradictory interpretations of 
available information. Reviewers of the same 
reports and literature markedly disagree in their 
conclusions." 

Thus, more than 14 months ago did the CMA, 
representative of medical opinion in Canada, 
honestly and fairly state its view that too little was 
known about the drug to comment on its effect 
with any certainty. In this opinion it was supported 
by both the British Parliament’s Advisory 
Committee on Drug Dependency and the United 
States’ Task Force on Narcotics and Drug Abuse. 

If it is now the government’s intention to 
launch a full and exhaustive study on the effects of 
marijuana on man, the findings may be of inestim¬ 
able value not only to Canadians but to people all 
over the world.

New Deal in Taxation 


Where Conservationists Fail 


'TORN BETWEEN NEGLECTING overdue im- 
J- provements and raising already painfully high 
tax rates on property, municipalities in British 
Columbia as elsewhere have long been dissatisfied 
with the limitation of the taxing powers allotted to 
them by the province. The tax on property is their 
main source of revenue. The municipal electors are 
particularly sensitive to it. It is unlike income tax, 
which for most people quietly disappears into the 
federal and provincial treasuries on the stubs of 
pay cheques. Or sales tax, which is bled off a few 
drops at a time and in the case of the federal 
impost, in concealment. It is moreover often 
inequitable because the rich may live in small 
apartments ahd the poor in homes that grow in 
taxable value through market pressure and 
inflation. 

Of more than distant interest, therefore, is the 
fact that the Ontario Economic Council has 
proposed a redistribution of taxation in that 
province — “a radical restructuring of municipal- 
provincial relations with a reallocation of taxing 
powers,” as The Toronto Telegram expresses it. A 
report by the council holds that while property 
ownership once represented the major form of 
wealth, today,wealth is tw|d in many other forms 
and property taxation is therefore inherently 
inequitable because it is imposed on only one. 

As recounted by the Telegram, the council 
recommends that the municipalities should have 
the advantage of more varied taxation fields, a 
first step being the formation of large regional 
government units for all southern Ontario and key 


parts of the north. The regional units would 
provide all the services now administered by the 
municipalities and in addition, many at present 
provided by the province. 

The province would guarantee to the regional 
municipalities thp revenue from certain provincial 
tax resources collected in the regions, including 
income tax, sales tax, liquor profits and natural 
resources returns, at uniform tax rates set by the 
legislature. 

Whether this plan would be workable, let 
alone likely to be accepted by provincial politicians 
who would lose some of their power and local 
politicians who would lose some of their autonomy, 
is wide open to question. 

One obvious truth is that unless such 
reorganization resulted in economies of spending, it 
would mean higher taxation somewhere along the 
line. It could also mean that the largely urban 
regions might be much better off than those 
without big centres of commerce, even in relation 
to the services they had to supply. 

On the other hand, with less reliance on 
property taxation, there would be less inter¬ 
municipal competition for industry and commerce 
to broaden the municipal property-tax base and 
ease the load on residential property. Thus the way 
would be opened for regional control of develop¬ 
ment, to maximum region-wide advantage. 

British Columbia, with a regional-government 
system well established antj rapidly growing in its 
functions, ought at least to find the Ontario ideas 
well worth examining and debating.

r OSE who have had the 
opportunity to visit the 
United States regularly will 
have been able to note 
recently a significant change, 
likely to have widespread 
consequences in every area of 
the nation’s life. 

Especially since the mas- 
European immigration in 
the 19th century America 
considers itself a melting pot. 
Its institutions, particularly 
its schools, serve this end. 
Hence the instinctive policy to 
influence the young against 
tlieir elders, suspected of 
lingering nostalgia for the old 
world. These efforts have 
been successful; even the 
black wanted to be 100 per 
cent Americans.

Today a significant group of 
colored people have aban¬ 
doned the traditional ideal. 
1*hose who read the Negro 
press—unfortunately too few 
among the white—are struck 
by frequent ultra-racist and 
antd-integrationist statements, 
in many papers, the United 
States are compared to Baby¬ 
lon, alluding to the exile of 
the Jews as reported by the 
Bible. 

This disintegrationist ten¬ 
dency — showing also in 
dress and hairdo - gives a , 
cneasure of the rise of black 
nationalism It $11 hrgan witji 
Africa's decolonization, so en¬ 
thusiastically supported by 
Washington, and the arrival 
In New York at the UN of the 
ambassadors of new states. 
Some of them got in touch 
with the black community; 
the more radical among them 
gave substantial financial 
support to the extremist 
Jnovements. 

★ ★ ★ 

This created a favorable 
climate for the crystallization 
of discontent. Religious ex¬ 
tremism, the “Black Mus¬ 
lims” of Elijah Muhammad 
and Malcolm X, was soon 
followed b y the political 
radicalism of the Black Pan¬ 
thers of Bobby Seale and 
"Eldridge Cleaver.

This party should not be 
under-estimated. True, it 
owes its initial success mostly 
to the irresponsible sensa¬ 
tionalism of radio, press and 
television. But this point has 
been passed. The movement 
spreads. It terrorizes more 
and more people and is 
unquestionably the only effec¬ 
tive outfit of the “new left.” 
Its brilliant ideologue, 
Eldridge Cleaver, whose 
"Mein Kampf” called "Soul 
on Ioe” has already reached 
two million copies, has de¬ 
veloped an original synthesis 
of communism, racism and 
sexolatry which attracts 
people because of its reckless, 
barbaric cult of violence.

The great success of the 
Black Panthers is due 
primarily to the lack of an 
e f f ective opposition. The 
white establishment has a bad 
conscience because of past 
performances and atones by 
giving in continuously. The 
great majority of the 
moderate black feel betrayed 
by a country which no longer

protects them. It Is hence not 
surprising that the extremists 
take one fortress aft£r the 
other. Today the number of 
their sympathizers is esti¬ 
mated at 20 per cent of the 
black poiHilation. If things do 
not change, this number is 
bound to rise. The situation is 
truly dangerous. 


The wider threat is not a 
take-over by the Panthers. 
Blacks are only a minority. 
The menace lies In the 
potential reaction of the 
white, who will finally strike 
back against incessant provo¬ 
cations. This may start a 
movement which it will be 
hard to control. It could 
easily fall into the hands of a 
demagogue, who would use it 
to change the nature of the 
country. In that case the 
main losers would be the 
black, but all Americans are 
likely to suffer the conse¬ 
quences. 

Today the evolution can still 
be arrested. This would de¬ 
mand the difficult combina¬ 
tion of far-reaching reforms 
in favor of the black—who 
have truly justified com¬ 
plaints -^with a n ehergetic 
re pr ession of subversive 
movements. Whether this can 
be done under present politi¬ 
cal circumstances is another 
question.

r T»HE public debate about 
X the environment in tills 
crowded island has been 
accompanied during the past 
year by an obbligato of 
skeptical noises from Labor 
member of parliament, An¬ 
thony Crosland, who was the 
minister responsible for re¬ 
gional planning in the last 
government. 

Like many pressure groups, 
the conservationist lobby in 
Britain is composed of a 
miscellany of different inter¬ 
ests and among them Mr. 
Crosland's suspicious ear has 
detected what he regards as 
the reactionary voice of the 
middle class. He has deliv¬ 
ered a counterblast in a 
pamphlet. A Social Democra¬ 
tic Britain, published by the 
Fabian Society. 

* * * 

“Their approach,” he writes 
of the conservationists, "is 
hostile to economic growth in 
principle and Indifferent to 
the needs of ordinary people. 

It has a manifest class bias, 
and reflects a set of middle- 
and upper-class value judg¬ 
ments. 

"Its champions are often 
kindly and dedicated people. 
But they are affluent and 
fundamentally, although of 
course not consciously, they 
want to kick the ladder down 
behind them. They are highly 
selective in their concern, 
being militant about threats 
to rural peace and wildlife 
and well-loved beauty spots; 
they are little concerned with 
the far more desperate prob¬ 
lem of the urban environment 
in which 80 per cent of our 
fellow-citizens live.” 

Mr. Crosland represents the 
old fishing port of Grimsby, 
which can hardly be de¬ 
scribed as a beauty spot. But, 
he points out, to people like 
his constituents a better en¬ 
vironment means lower hous¬ 
ing densities and better 
schools and hospitals. They 
want washing-machines and 
refrigerators to remove do¬ 
mestic drudgery. They want 
cars and the freedom they 
give on weekends and holi¬ 
days. 

★ ★ ★ 

"And they want package 
tour holidays to Majorca.” he 
adds, “even if this means 
more noise of night-flights 
and eating fish and chips on 
previously secluded beaches 
— why should they too not 
enjoy the sun?** 

Mr. Crosland argues that a 
faster rate of economic 
growth is necessary to enable 
the poorer half of the popula¬ 
tion to be given a greater 
share in the country’s re¬ 
sources. And that this growth 
can help to pay for the cost of 
conservation. 

“Higher production means 
more pollution of every kind: 
more smoke, noise, pesti- 
cides, effluent, garbage. 
Higher living standards and

particularly the demand for 
more space and more mobil¬ 
ity must mean more en¬ 
croachment on the country¬ 
side." 

The task, therefore, is to 
ensure that growth really 
does lead to an increase in 
welfare, he says, "remember¬ 
ing that welfare consists not 
only of the quantity of goods 
and services which we pro¬ 
duce, but also of the quality 
of the environment in which 
we consume them," 


He adds: “It will require 
high public expenditure, more 
rigorous and imaginative 
planning and inflexible de¬ 
termination to impose on both 
industry and consumer the 
full costs of the pollution 
which they create. It will In 
other words, involve an allo¬ 
cation of resources which is 
not determined by market 
forces but reflects our social 
priorities." 

Mr. Crosland's constituents 
in Grimsby have been lucky 
in one respect. Tucked away 
in the northeast corner of 
Lincolnshire, one of the emp¬ 
tiest counties in England, 
the town has an ample supply 
of the scarcest resource in 


the country — land. The panic 
which seizes people living in 
and near conurbations when 
countryside is eroded seems 
ludicrous here. 

There has been plenty of 
room for the post-war indus¬ 
trial expansion which has 
allowed the port to diversify 
Into chemical manufacture, 
frozen food storage and oil 
refining. There is plenty of 
land for the lower-density 
housing which Is replacing the 
Victorian slums now being 
cleared. And there are hun¬ 
dreds of miles of open 
country into which the rela¬ 
tively well-off dockers and 
workers drive out in their 
cars on Sunday afternoons. 


But even if land has not 
been directly threatened by 
economic growth in Grimsby, 
water and air certainly have. 
And here, as elsewhere in 
Britain, local trade union 
branches have begun to oper¬ 
ate as amenity lobbies to 
combat pollution. 

One union has published a 
list of local beaches on the 
Humber estuary it recom¬ 
mends its members to avoid 
because local authorities 
pump untreated sewage into 


ihe sea. The Transport and 
General Workers’ Union has 
been active in promoting 
measures to prevent spillage 
at the new oil terminal. And 
union branches frequently 
submit complaints to govern¬ 
ment inspectors about atmos¬ 
pheric pollution from the 
chemical factories and re¬ 
fineries. 

★ * * 

Compared with the Stygian 
horror of the Rhine, say, the 
Humber is relatively unpollu¬ 
ted. but already Inshore fish¬ 
ermen have begun to grumble 
that chemical effluent from 
the factories is reducing the 
size of their catches. 

The outcry about pollution 
has gathered force recently 
mainly because the articulate 
professional groups have 
found it interfering with their 
leisure. Among men who 
depend on the exploitation of 
the land, sea and air for a 
basic living, it has so far only 
been when pollution has had a 
direct effect, as in the case of 
the fishermen, that they too 
have become worried. But 
with increased prosperity in 
industrial towns like Grimsby 
there is likely to be increased 
pressure from people who 
work in them to conserve the 
environment.

Solution to Unemployment Crisis Available 

Keynes ’ Theory Valid

It now is almost 35 years since the late British economist 
Lord Keynes published his brilliant book, The General Theory 
of Employment, Interest and Money, and I suppose there are 
few if any economists today who have not been influenced by 
this work. 

Even Prof. Milton Friedman - the modem equivalent of 
Adam Smith — of the University of Chicago has l>een quoted 
as saying that "we are all Keynesians now." But are we? 

I raise this question because it seems to me that in 
reacting to the present unemployment crisis the Canadian 
government is adopting policies which, if not anti-Keynesian, 
are at least in the most part pre-Keynesian. This seems to 
me to be most unfortunate. 


The essence of Keynes’ work was that there are no 
automatic forces operating to assure that a modem economy 
will always move toward full employment. He demonstrated 
that it was isKsible for an economic system to be functioning 
at less than full employment, and to stay in such a condition, 
unless some rather dramatic measures were taken to cause 
an upsurge in activity. 

He rejected the proposition that a fall in prices and 
interest rates would automatically lead to an increase in 
sales and enough investment to bring about an upward 
movement to full employment. To the contrary, he showed 
that it was Ihe total amount of demand in the economy, along 
with expectations and investment, which finally determined 
how an economy behaved. 

In short. Keynes did not believe interest rates were the 
dominant factor in determining movements in economic 
activity. He did, of course, believe that investment had to 
yield a rate of return higher than the cost of the money 
borrowed to finance it, but this is a relative matter having 
little or nothing to do with the general level of interest rates. 

He simply did not believe that a policy of forcing interest 
rates down would bring about recovery, or that forcing 
interest rates up would stop a boom. The experience in 
Canada over the past two years demonstrates that, at least 
with respect to interest rates, Keynes was correct. 


As rates rose in Canada, Investment continued upward 
and stopped only when the money supply was reduced by 
action of the central bank. The great credit crunch that 
characterized money markets in 1970 was not caused by high 
interest rates, but by a lack of investment funds at any price. 

Indeed, the reason many large Canadian corporations 
went to the market for money during the past few months 
must have been because there was a feeling that long-term 
money simply might not be available again for some time. 

Similarly, a decline in interest rates will not by itself 
bring a substantial increase in investment activity. If 
expectations and general consumer demand are low, there 
will not be a sharp upward movement in business activity, no 
matter how far interest rates drop. 

And yet today, in the face of critical unemployment, the 
major policies of the federal government are increasing the 
money supply and forcing down interest rates. Such policies 
by themselves will not bring about much alleviation of the 
current situation. Moreover, piecemeal make-work projects 
here and there will not have any fundamental influence on 
the situation. 

★ ★ ★ 

To eliminate unemployment, it is essential that the 
private sector once again become expansive. And this can be 
brought about easily. First and foremost, it is essential that 
consumer spending be increased. The most direct and 
efficient method of assuring that increase as rapidly as 
possible is to cut personal income taxes immediately. 

It would also be effective to cut corporation taxes as an 
inducement for mare investment expenditure, but this is less 
important at this stage than reducing personal income taxes. 

Of course, it is very important that final decisions be 
reached about the nature of tax reform so that corporations 
can decide investment policies under conditions of some 
certainty. 

All during the recent period of rapid inflation, economists 
bemoaned the fact that so little was known about how to 
control prices and at the same time sustain economic growth. 
The statement was often heard that it was unfortunate we 
didn't have another Keynes to work on the problem. 

Well, now we are in the type of situation that Keynes in 
fact did work on and did understand. How tragic it may be 
that when the solution to the prohlem is known, the essential 
• policies to solve it are not being followed.

Uganda: Growing Pains 


The situation in Ifeari- 
da this week underscores 
the growing pains of 
young Africa. Young in¬ 
deed. Of the 34 black 
African countries, 30 of 
them have been deter¬ 
mining their own affairs 
for only 10 years or less. 
And growing pains in¬ 
deed. Of the 34 countries, 
28 of them have suffered 
coups or civil wars or 
serious disturbances. 

Ten, including Uganda, 
have military governments 
today. Two. Chad and Ethi¬ 
opia, have minor-league civil 
wars in progress. Sudan, 
partly black, also has such a 
war.

Foreign troops, the most 
notable example is The 
Congo, have had to be called 
in to help quell insurgencies. 

The coups and disturbances 
have had a number of 
reasons: the main ones being 
ideological and tribal. 

Behind the Ideological 
reasons is the necessity of 
coming out of the gripping 
poverty and desperate need 
for development that is the 
aftermath of colonialism. 

Several countries have 
moved to take over control of 
foreign-owned industry. 
Uganda is one of them. But

still many are virtually run 
by white persons because the 
former colonizers left little in 
the way of trained people to 
take over what industry there 
was — or for that matter to 
run the governments. 

Those who are committed 
to the UN’s Second Develo|>- 
ment Decade say that if this 
aid scheme does not work, the 
job of starting many African 
countries on the way up to 
the level \pt the developed 
world will iw monstrous. 


Thus there are takeovers by 
those who say they have -a 
better way of developing a 
country and a people. 

The tribal question goes 
back to the colonial days 
when Europeans hacked out 
large pieces of territory for 
themselves without regard to 
the variety of peoples they 
encompassed in their artifi¬ 
cial frontiers. 

The rulers of the newly- 


independent countries were 
faced with the task of creat¬ 
ing homogeneous nations out 
of a largely uneducated diver¬ 
sity of people, customs and 
heritage. 

It is reported thal President 
Milton Obote was unable to 
overcome this problem in 
Uganda and that is one of the 
reasons for hiVdownfall. 


But despite all the prolv- 
lems. progress is being made 
in black Africji. .When the 
vastly older countries of Latin 
America are considered, the 
black Africans might feel 
they are not doing too badly. 

As of today 10 of the 20 
^Lfitin American cquntries are 
under military rule. 

Most of Latin America is 
considered to be developing — 
in need of aid. Yet in their 
relatively long histories they 
have failed to develop the 
potential that has always 
been there to become among 


remains a basic difference in ' 
their approach to the city’s 
affairs.

Haddock says the city 
should get a $7.5 million arts 
centre.- while Pollen believes 
Victoria should take a more 
active part in supporting its 
cultural institutions before 
putting up^ great buildings 
which the city can’t afford. 

Unfortunately, the two ap¬ 
proaches are so far apart that 
reconciliation seemed out of 
the question from the start.

When Pollen began to be 
too bothersome for the 
mayor’s taste. Haddock re¬ 
moved him effectively from 
all controversial areas. 

When the new committee 
chair manships were an¬ 
nounced by the mayor earlier 
this year. Pollen found him¬ 
self silenced. Instead of head¬ 
ing the community develop¬ 
ment committee, he was 
saddled with the welfare 
committee.

Meanwhile, .the animosities 
keep smoldering. Every so 
often, they break out in the 
open, but mostly they mani¬ 
fest themselves in the atti¬ 
tudes of the aldermen outside 
the council chamber.

The 15,000 - member 
B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees* 4 Upton has made 
good its promise to take 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment to court over th£ 
question of collective bar¬ 
gaining lights. 

A writ filed in B.C. 
Supremo Court at Vancouver 
Thursday declare* the cabinet 
should deal directly with the 
union on the matter of wages 
and working conditions.

The writ also puts forward 
the argument that the gov¬ 
ernment is violating the Civil 
Service Act by letting the 
Civil Service Commission 
handle wage discussions. 

It could be September or 
October before the matter is 
actually dealt with by the 
court, a union spokesman 
said. He said, however, it is 
also possible the case could 
lie heard in two or three 
months. 

The legal action comes 
after a lively but unsuccessful 
campaign by the BCGEU for 
bargaining rights. 

John Fryer, general secre¬ 
tary of the BCGEU, said the 
union has laken the step with 
considerable reluctance, but 
added:

“We have been trying for 
more than a year to arrange 
discussions between the union 
and the government about 
bargaining rights. The gov¬ 
ernment's refusal even to sit 
down and talk about it leaves 
us with no alternative but to 
go to court." 

Fryer is named as a 
plaintiff in the action 
with BCGEU president Nor¬ 
man Richards of Victoria and 
20 other members of the 
union's executive. 

It's more than VA months 


since the union first let it be 
known it intended to take the 
government to court. The 
announcement was made dur¬ 
ing- its convention in Van¬ 
couver at the beginning of 
October.

At that time the plan called 
for the hiring of lawyers 
representing each of ihe 
major political parties in the 
province.

D. K. Ward, chief pension 
advocate of the department of 
veterans affairs, said Thurs¬ 
day that when a man lived 
with a woman for a minimum 
period of seven years, pub¬ 
licly treating her as his wife, 
she would be considered his 
widow upon his death.

This applies, however, only 
if either partner was still 
involved In a previous mar¬ 
riage, thus preventing an 
official ceremony. 

Ward told the Commons 
veterans affairs committee 
there is no provision in the 
proposed legislation for a 
commonlaw wife when there 
had been no bar to an official 
wedding. 

In cases where a legally- 


married woman and a com¬ 
mon-law wife both claim the 
widow’s pension, the pension 
commison will have discre¬ 
tion to choose between the 
two or apportion the single 
payment between them. Two 
full pensions will not be paid. 

Ward said there have been 
three such oases in the last 20 
years and “they give us 
problems similar to those of 
King Solomon.”

Wildlife officials are considering a plan to introduce a 
new population of big Canada geese into the Nimpkish Valley 
area of Vancouver Island. There is no wintering flock of the 
big Canadas now established in the Nimpkish area. 

Plan would entail taking from 25 to 100 of the darker 
species of Canadas that inhabit the Queen Charlottes and 
northern tip of Vancouver Island and introduce them to the 
Nimpkish area where the habitat appears suitable for them. 
They would be banded with colorful plastic neck collars that 
don’t bother them at all but may be easily seen when the 
birds are flying or at rest. Biologists would check the birds 
for survival and production in the new habitat. 

Members of the B.C. waterfowl technical committee will 
make a fact-finding tour to the Nimpkish area in March to 
determine feasibility of the project. 

The geese that would be introduced are similar to the 
dusky goose of Alaska, look about the same as the Canadas 
that winter on Victoria lakes, but probably weigh a little less. 

A second establishment of geese has been proposed for 
the lower mainland, with the possible introduction of giant 
Canada geese, to be obtained from Saskatchewan. 

The projects would be a joint program by the provincial 
fish and wildfife branch, federal wildlife service and Ducks 
Unlimited. 

★ ★ ★ 

An effort may be made to rebuild Vancouver Island’s 
wintering brant populations, which have dwindled to almost 
nothing. Plan would be to stop all Vancouver Island brant 
shooting during the winter months except for March, which is 
the time the migrating birds show up on Vancouver Island. 
Idea would 'be an experiment to see whether flocks which used 
to spend time on Vancouver Island in the winter can be 
brought back by protection. 

While the total population of brant in North America has 
not, changed substantially over the past two decades, there 
has evidently been considerable shifting of populations and 
changes in migration patterns. It is thought likely that 
hunting seasons have tended to favor later migrants with the 
result that a substantial number of birds which used to 
winter along the Vancouver Island coast are now rarely found 
here. 

Sidney Island and some of the Gulf Islands used to have 
populations of wintering brant.

One of these 
was expected to include mar¬ 
ried people under 25 years of 
age.

Sentence Cut 
By Stay in Jail 


A Victoria man who 
spent almost four days In 
jail before appearing in 
court received a suspend¬ 
ed sentence instead of 
probable fines totalling 
$275 after he told his 
story Thui-sday in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court. 

Judge William Ostler indi- 
cated Gordon Walter Bates, 
779 Market, got the light 
sentence because the law nay* 
arrested persons must appear 
In court within 24 hours of 
arrest. 

Bates pleaded guilty to a 
charge of driving without 
insurance and a charge of 
driving without a licence last 
Oct. 14 on the Alaska High¬ 
way in the Fort Nelson area. 

Questioning by the judge 
showed Bates was arrested on 
a warrant from Fort Nelson, 
the arrest took place in 
Victoria at about 5:30 p.m. 
last Sunday and Bates since 
then had been "in a cell 
waiting to come to court." 

The judge immediately 
asked prosecutor John Mac- 
intyre to "point out to the 
appropriate authorities the 
provisions of the Criminal 
(!ode" regarding arraignment 
within 24 hours. 

He then ordered a sus¬ 
pended sentence and three- 
month probationary term for 
Bates. Normal sentences for 
Bates’ offences are a $250 fine 
or three months in jail for 
driving without insurance and 


a $25 fine or five days for 
failure to have a driving 
licence.

(CP-Reuter) — The Canadian 
destroyers Ottawa and St. 
Laurent mistakenly shelled 
this tiny island Thursday 
after a Puerto Rican pro¬ 
tester dashed into the target 
zone.

The C7ech-bom com|x>ser 
opened his three-day work¬ 
shop at Reynolds Road school 
with the Three Revolutionary 
Marches of Smetana which 
Nelhybel had arranged. 


Hr turned the session into 
a physical musical experience 
that totally absorbed the 
students and teachers who 
went to listen. As a conductor 
hr is sarcastic, bitter and 
incisive. 

“Is it any good 1 should be 
nice to you?” he demanded. 
“Here you are the intelli¬ 
gentsia of the bands and you

Tlie stocky gray-haired 
composer and conductor 
pounded his music stand 
smashing his baton down 
again and again. Nelhybel 
gets attention and rapport 
when he works. 


At one point he stormed 
into the midst of the hand¬ 
picked band shouting ”1 
marked my score lorte and 
you go blah. There’s a 
fantastic outcry here in the 
music for a forte and you go 
meow. Is anybody awake 
here? Hands up.” 

He got the response he 
wanted. It wasn't all rant 
and rave. He also dissolved 
his band into laughter. 

After one confrontation with 
the percussion section which 
insisted on playing softly he 
said “All right come. Now we 
all take a laugh break.” 

They all did and the young 
musicians loved him. Parting 


among the musicians he gave 
individual instruction and 
glowered at individuals who 
lie detected were playing at 
less than their capacity. 

Nelhybel roared at the 
trumpets and leapt from his 
stand to reproach them. 

“1 come here and ask you 
and you play fine. I go away 
only 10 feet and again you are 
lousy. What's -the matter? 

He sang, hummed, rapped 
out the time r.nd again the 
First Revolutionary March 
commenced. It stopped. He 
hud a tantrum. It began 
again. It stopped. He raved. 
It began again. It stopped and 
began again but each time it 
got better. 


He ^egan to get the tempo 
and dynamics he demanded 
and the musicians knew they 
were good. 

When Nelhybel keeps going, 
then ihe music is really 
moving. 

At no time during the 
workshop was there even a 
hint that here was a highly- 


regarded composer and con¬ 
ductor with an international 
reputation playing down to a 
group of children. 

As confidence among the 
players grew, one girl whis- 
j*?red a comment to her 
companion in the woodwind 
section. Nelhybel spun around 
to demand: “Do 1 have your 
jiermission to start, please?” 

It will be like that, again 
from 3:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m* 
•today and also from 2 p.m. to 
5 p.m. Saturday. 


The composer - conductor, 
who now makes his home 
near New York, was invited 
here by Howard Denike, 
president of the Victoria 
School Band Directors' Asso¬ 
ciation, when the group de¬ 
cided to hold a second band 
clinic. Last season Canadian 
Howard Cable worked with a 
large band here. 

Nelhybel has an impressive 
list of credits as a composer 
including the Cock and the 
Hangman. This is a ballet 
opera that was performed in 
Prague in 1947. 


Hi* work has been p*’'- 
formed by the Vienna Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra and most 
major orchestras in Europe 
and the United States. 

He explained "Now I spend 
most of my time in compos¬ 
ing and lecturing at univer¬ 
sities.” Why did he come to 
Victoria? "I got a call from 
Howard Denike. The idea of 
coming so far west to work 
with a group of serious young 
musicians interested me and 
tlie more I thought about it 
the more intrigued I got. So I 
arrived.” 


Denike has the last word. 
“We decided to have a 
Centennial 71 band clinic and 
we wanted the best man we 
could get. We feel lucky that 
Vaclav Nelhybel accepted.” 

During the clinic the com¬ 
poser will introdi^e a B.C. 
centennial composition based 
on the first three musical 
phrases of O Canada. So far 
the students haven’t seen it 
but it appears guaranteed to 
generate excitement this 
afternoon and Saturday.

St .Joseph's Hospitals 
hoard oi management was 
surprised to loam Thursday 
night it had a deficit of only 
528.(KM) last year 

The board had expected 
heavier losses resulting from/ 
provincial government spend¬ 
ing cutbacks that were im¬ 
posed after one-third of the 
year had expired. They also 
anticipated a greater loss 
because St. Joseph's has 
accelerated its admissions, a 
practice that automatically 
increases costs. 

However, the first "run- 
through" of the hospital's 1970 
operating budget of close to 
$8 million showed a loss of 
962 . 000 . 

The 1909 operating deficit 
was 5174.000. 

Adjustments from B.C. 
Hospital Insurance Service 
will reduce that to $28,000 bul 
the hospital will huve further 
arguments t o present to 
BCH1S that might bring down 
the loss even further 


Dr E. G. Q. Van Tilburg. 
St. Joseph’s executive direc¬ 
tor, reported that a bed-use 
rev iew program applied last 
springNJ&s the main factor in 
increasing admissions from 
14,035 persons during 1969 to 
14.638 last year. 

The bed-use review system 
basically is a closer patrol of 
patient lengths of stay. The 
average length of stay at St. 
Joseph’s was reduced to 9.9 
days from 10.2 the previous 
year 

The hospital's board was 


told that, because waiting 
lists are getting longer, it is 
treating more serious forms 
of disease. The implication is 
that if jiersons were admitted 
earlier they would not be as 
ill. 

As a result, St. Joseph's 
performed 5,155 major opera¬ 
tions last year compared with 
4,924 during 19G9. 


There also vtf&s a heavy 
increase in the use of its 
emergency department 
from 23.287 during 1969 to 
25,205 last year 
Despite the increase in die 
work load, the hospital's staff 
complement was almost un¬ 
changed. There were 876.2 
during 1970 compured with 
873.3 during 1969

celerated its heart surgery program with the result 
that a Victoria man who was told he would have to 
wait until late March now has his,life-saving operation 
set for next Wednesday. 


Anthony A. Wilson, a 53* 
year-old businessman vv h o 
lives at 1857 Hollywood Cres¬ 
cent, said Thursday he got 
the news from the Vancouver 
surgeon earlier this week. 

"It is a great relief — it is 
like winning a sweepstake.” 
he said. 


Wilson was told in Novem¬ 
ber that he would need one of 
his heart’s valves replaced 
but the waiting lists were so 
tong lie would have to wait 
until the end of March. Even 


then, lie could not be given a 
precise date. 

Wilson said the waiting lists 
for open heart surgery at Ihe 
hospital were difficult to 
explain because doctors con¬ 
firmed that a • second operat¬ 
ing room with a heart-lung 
machine were available, as 
were beds. 

Only one operating room 
was being used. 

Wilson will be admitted 
Sunday in preparation for the 
operation three days later.

Ottawa has changed 
two proposed laws which 
Canadian police chiefs 
said last fall could defeat 
police power to deal ef¬ 
fectively with the crimin¬ 
al element, The Daily 
Colonist learned Thurs¬ 
day. 

The disclosure was made by 
Victoria Chief J. F. Gregory, 
chairman of tlie law amend¬ 
ments committee of the 
Canadian Association of 
Chiefs of Police, on his return 
from h two-day meeting in ' 
Ottawa of the association 
executive. 

Gregory said the chiefs feel 
the result of the changes, 
announced by Justice Minister 
John Turner, is a national 
bail reform bill that is “a 
practical piece of legislation 
and a very humane approach 
to a particularly pressing 
problem.” 

* ♦ ♦ 

The chiefs spent most of 
one day with Turner, who 
introduced the bail bill Iasi 
summer, intending to press 
suggested changes put for¬ 
ward by the association’s 1970 
convention last September in 
London. Ont. 

They found he had already 
acted by submitting an 
amended hill to Parliament 
last week and the amend¬ 
ments covered most of -the 
suggestions. 

Gregory said Ottawa is not 
changing the chief goal of the 
hill - reduction of the time 
that people spend in jail 
before their first court ap¬ 
pearance and then before 
trial — and added the chiefs 
had not asked for changes 
there but had voiced unani¬ 
mous support. 

* ★ * 

Ottawa’s new moves, he 
said, were in a section which 
forced police to decide on the 
street whether to lock up a 
person or give him an order 
to appear in court on a 
certain date. 

Police at all levels across 
Canada had criticized this 
proposal for several reasons 

identity, evidence, possible 
new offences and failure to 
anoear on the required date. 

In addition, the section 
indicated the arresting officer 
might be subject to civil 
action if the arrest was 
proved unreasonable, im¬ 
proper or not in the public 
interest. 

* * * 

Gregory said Turner dis¬ 
closed changes to overcome 
all those objections. The 
amended bill says a peace 
officer shall not arrest a 
person without warrant for an 
offence, unless that officer 
has “reasonable and probable 
grounds” to believe these 


things are needed to satisly 
tlie public interest: 

• Establishment of tlie 
person's identity. 

• Securing or preserving 
evidence. 

• P r e v enting a new 
offence, or continuation or 
repetition of the old one. 

Gregory said the amended 
bill also allows a peace 
officer to act if he has “reas¬ 
onable grounds” to believe tlie 
person won't go to court 
unless he's arrested 


And the same section has 
one other amendment — tlie 
peace officer “i* deemed to 
be acting lawfully and in the 
execution of his duty” unless 
a jierson claiming otherwise 
can i>rove his claim. That 
means tlie onus in- cases of 
civil action against peace 
officers remains with the 
accused. 


Gregory said tlie second 
change announced by Turner 


was to a section which made 
failure to appear in court a 
summary conviction manor, 
with lesser jienalties than in 
tlie jiresent case of indictable 
offence. 

The amended bill makes 
such failure either a matter 
for indictable or summary 
action, dejiending ujxin cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Canada's jiolice chiets had 
teared a definite reduction in 
penalty for failure to appear 
in court could mean a huge 


increase in tin* number of 
outstanding warrants, torcing 
julice to sjttiid a greater 
proportion of their time in 
seeking the missing instead of 
enforcing the law. 


Gregory said the meeting 
with Turner left all chiefs 
jiresent satisfied with the 
entire bill. 

“There was no complaint 
from any area to my knowl¬ 
edge.” he said.

“In reference to your 
article Don’t Swallow the 
Nails may I make the follow¬ 
ing observation? 

"It could make it much 
easier for apartment dwellers 
if they knew that potatoes 
stored in plastic bags would 
not turn green when kept in 
the dark kitchen cupboard. 
Light causes the synthesis of 
chlorophyll and a mildly 
poisonous alkaloid. 

‘This grt?ening of the outer 
potato should be removed 
before cooking. Potatoes 
grown without sufficient cov¬ 
ering of soil will show this 
green color which may pene¬ 
trate much deeper than the 
skin.

B.C. Hospital Insurance Service is taking sharp 
economic action against public-supported general 
hospitals that keep patients who do not need intense 
care. 


The move by the provincial 
government agency respon¬ 
sible for hospitals was indi¬ 
cated Thursday night during a 
meeting of St. Joseph’s board 
of management. 

BCHIS told St. Joseph's 
that it will be paid (18 a day 
for any patient it maintains 
but who actually qualified for 
a less-expensive, extended- 
care hospital.

The carpenters’ union in 
Greater Victoria is casting a 
jaundiced eye on the offer of 
volunteer municipal labor to 
build the new public works 
offices in Sidney. 

"I don’t know too many of 
the details yet, but this is 
going to set a precedent of 
some sort,” carpenters’ union 
local president John Schibli 
said Thursday. 

“This is a very delicate 
area when they get volunteers 
to do municipal work,” he 
added. 

Sidney council Monday 
night approved a $1,685 ex¬ 
penditure for materials to 
build the new offices in the 
basement of the town hall. 

Council was told the work 
will be done by staff volun¬ 
teers in their own time, after 
hours and weekends. 

Council was also told that a 
contractor’s estimate for the 
Job which was to Include a 
public works office, a drafting 
room, and a coffee room, was 
in excess of $3,000. 


This is only one-third of the 
rate paid St Joseph’s — last 
year it was $52 a day — for 
each patient in the institution. 

Several members of the 
hospital’s board of manage¬ 
ment expressed alarm, espe¬ 
cially after Dr. E. G. Q. Van 
Tilburg, St. Joseph’s execu¬ 
tive director, said in some 
cases there is nowhere else to 
place those patients. 

There is an average of 10 to 
15 such persons in the hos¬ 
pital.

“We cannot put them out 
Into the street.” he added. 

Other hospital observers 
were surprised that BCHIS 
was so generous in setting $18 
j a day for patients qualifying 
j for extended care. 

BCHIS has estimated a per 
diem rate of $15.40 for the 300- 
bed unit being built at Gorge 
Road Hospital and the provin¬ 
cial we 14f(re department pays 
$9.25 a day for patients in 
private hospitals, many of 
whom qualify for extended- 
care facilities. 

★ ★ ■* 

Private hospital operators 
say they need $11 or $12 a 
day to break even on welfare 
patients. 

As a result, some private 
hospitals are refusing to 
accept welfare patients — 
persons who cannot pay for 
their own care after their 
assets have been reduced to 
less than $500. 

The $18-a-day edict Is ex¬ 
pected to have harsher effects 
in Victoria than most other 
parts of the province because 
of the lack of extended-care 
facilities here.

BCHIS apparently antici¬ 
pates this because it said in a 
subsequent letter to St 
Joseph’s that it can expect an 
adjustment in its standard, 
per diem rate.

Cater to Nose 


More and more home owners these 
days are turning to beds of flowering 
shrubs rather than herbaceous peren¬ 
nials or bedding annuals in order to cut 
down on the work of maintenance. 
These labor-saving shrub borders can 
be most colorful, too, but folks are apt 
to forget that much of the charm of a 
garden lies in its appeal to the nose as 
well as to the eye. 

In selecting shrubs, then, it is well to 
look into the question of fragrance. 
Fortunately, there is no dearth of 
sweetly scented shrubs, and by choosing 
carefully, it is possible to have a 
succession of perfumes in the shrub 
border every month of the year, even in 
the dead of winter. 

★ ★ ★ 

For instance, the pretty pink-tinged 
blossoms of Viburnum fragrans will 
release their fragrance off and on from 
autumn until March. The sweetly 
scented waxy yellow flowers of the 
Wintersweet, Chimonanthus praecox, 
bloom on leafless branches against a 
sheltered wall whenever a mild spell 
comes along. 

The winter-flowering honeysuckle, 
Lonicera fragrantissima, and the 
Chinese witch hazel, Hamamelis mollis, 
both bear their perfumed blossoms in 
the winter months, while the easiest of 
the lot, the Oregon Grape, is alight with 
its drooping racemes of sweetly scented 
yellow flowers as early as February. 


Early spring begins with the intoxi¬ 
cating fragrance of three pretty 
Daphnes: mezereum, odora and hybrid a, 
all with rose-purple blossoms followed 
by orange berries. Another beautiful 
and fragrant Daphne is the pink- 
flowered D. neapolitana, bkx>ming in 
April. 

A most graceful small tree bearing 
van ill a-scented yellow blossoms in early 
spring is Azara microphylla. A rather 
larger tree, well worth planting if space 
allows, is Magnolia denudata, some¬ 
times called the Lily Tree, bearing pure 
white goblet-shaped flowers delicately 
perfumed. 

For late March and early April, my 
choice for scent would be Fothergilla 
gardenli, a dwarf shrub thriving in a 
shaded location and in acid soil, with 
almond-scented yellow flowers. 


Skimmia japonica fragrans comes 
along in May to perfume the air with a 
!ily-of-the-valley scent, followed by a 
whole range of hawthorns, tough and 
hardy and carrying clouds of white 
blossoms, all with the heady hawthorn 
fragrance. Also rich in heavy perfume 
is the Mexican Orange Blossom, 
Choisya ternata, blooming from May 
well into June. 

Lilacs, of course, are in almost 
every garden, but for the typical lilac 
scent, it is best to stick to the older 


varieties. Some of the newer kinds are 
without any scent at all, while a few of 
the modem hybrids, gorgeous in 
appearance, have a smell like a backed- 
up sewer! 

For midsummer scent we have 
Buddleia, the summer Jasmine, the 
massed golden blossoms of Genista 
cinerea and the whole family of 
Philadelphus or Mock Orange. 

★ ★ ★ 

Star of late summer is Zenobia, with 
aniseed-scented blossoms, demanding 
lime-free soil and conditions similar to 
those of the rhododendron. Clethra 
alnifolia, the sweet pepper bush, is 
much easier to grow, bearing pannicles 
of fragrant white blossoms in August 
and September. 

We have lots of good shrubs that 
bloom in the fall of the year, but not 
very many are noted for their fra¬ 
grance. Probably the best is Clero- 
dendron trichotum, a 10-foot shrub with 
heavily perfumed white flowers followed 
by bright blue berries. 

From October until the winter¬ 
blooming shrubs go into action, the 
lovers of scented gardens must rely 
upon the plants with scented foliage 
such as rosemary, artemesia, the 
musk scented Oiearia mollis, and the 
lemon-scented verbena, Aloysia citrio- 
dora, which is a bit tender for our 
climate and needs the protection of a 
sunny sheltered wall.

He Gave Game Away 


The U.S. invasion of the 
kingdom of Boontang shocked 
the American public. It 
seemed that every fresh news 
dispatch from the Boontan- 
gian capital of Whar Dhat 
only increased the furore. 

Over the years, the public 
had accepted growing U.S. 
military involvement in Viet¬ 
nam, Laos and Cambodia with 
apathy. The difference this 
time was. Melvin D. Zapper- 
man. 

★ -k ★ 

With the first hint of hos¬ 
tilities in Boontang, Zapper- 
man was hired by the press 
corps in Whar Dhat to trans¬ 
late the statements of military 
spokesmen there. 

This surprised Zapperman's 
friends, who hadn't realized 
he spoke Boontangian. 

"Oh. the press doesn't want 
me to translate what Boontan¬ 
gian military spokesman say,” 
he explained. "They want me 
to translate what American 
military spokesman say.” 

Zapperman's qualifications 
for the job were unimpeach¬ 


able. A former military 
spokesman himself, he was a 
graduate of The Army 
Language School. 

It. is there that young 
officers, whose native tongue 
is English, are trained jto 
speak the army language. 
Zapperman graduated top of 
his class in obfuscation, tenc- 
brosity and umbrageous ness 
and was sent to Vi e t n a m 
where he won the Distin¬ 
guished Service Medal for tur- 
gidity above and belond the 
call of duty. 

As an expert on translating 
English into the army 
language, he had little diffi¬ 
culty in reversing the pro¬ 
cess — a feat that had defied 
cryptographers for years. 


Thus the very first state¬ 
ment issued by an American 
military spokesman about the 
affair caused trouble when in¬ 
terpreted. The statement read: 

"In response to a request 
by the democratically-elected 
govern ment, U.S. aircraft 


flew several limited interdic¬ 
tion missions of a protective 
reaction nature over Boontang 
today. Some U.S. personnel 
are serving as liaison with 
tile Boontangian Army in an 
aerial logistic support effort, 
but no U.S. ground combat 
truo|)s are involved." 


When handed the statement. 
Zapperman smiled. "An easy 
one,” he said. And, ticking 
off each phrase on his fingers, 
he explained that: 

"Dem ocratically - elected 
government" means the one 
in Washing ton. "Several” 
equals 1000. “Interdict" means 
"bomb the hell out of." "Pro¬ 
tective reaction" is a sneak 
attack like the Japanese at 
Pearl Harbor in which the 
bombers are "limited" by the 
amount of bombs they can 
cany. 

"Some." when referring to 
troops, is 50,000 and "liaison” 
means zapping the enemy with 
everything they've got. The 
troops were airlifted in 


("laerial logistic support 
effort"!. Not being "U.S. 
ground combat troops,” the 
unit obviously involved is the 
First Airborne Division. 

So the first stories out of 
Boontang began: 

"In a day that will live in 
infamy, American forces 
launched a unilateral sneak 
attack on Boontang today. 
While an armada of a 1.000 
U. S. planes flattened the 
countryside, the First Air¬ 
borne Division, 50,000 strong 


Zapperman was immediately 
arrested for.divulging military 
secrets — "an act that im¬ 
perilled the entire U.S. war 
effort in Asia." 

At his trial, Zapperman 
contended hp had only shown 
reporters how to translate 
army language into English. 
He was quickly convicted 
after the prosecutor pointed 
out that was precisely the 
military secret he had in 
mind.

How Utterly Honest! 


There are those who look 
for truth, and those who look 
for vindication. Those who 
seek only evidence to justify 
or bolster their position, and 
those who scrupulously search 
for all the evidence, for or 
against. 

I was reading a book the 
other day. called Issues in the 
Economics of Advertising, by 
a professor of marketing and 
economics. This was a 371 
page book that took several 
years to compile and to write. 

In concluding his compre¬ 
hensive survey of the field, the 
author said: "All this implies 
that the economic study of 
advertising is not deserving 
of great attention except for 
special problems.” 

Then he added, in a wry 


parenthesis: "As the reader 
may realize, this is not a 
congenial point at which to 
arrive after spending several 
years working on the subject." 

How rare, how lovely, and 
how utterly honest! 


Most of us, dedicated for 
years to such a project, 
would puff up our conclusions 
and pretend that the work 
had some great positive value 
— instead of candidly con¬ 
fessing that truth had led us 
to a dead end. 

Such negative findings are 
not without merit, of course, 
but what a disappointment to 
the author. 

The disinterested search for 
truth is wliat gives science 
its truly "religious” quality — 


often more so than the 
religious quest, which too 
often is concerned with dig¬ 
ging out only evidence that 
buttresses its own dogmas and 
doctrines. In this sense, the 
scientist can be closer to the 
genuinely religious spirit than 
the zealous theologian. 

How many theologians, for 
instance, would follow the 
noble and pathetic example 
of Gottlob Frege, the mathe¬ 
matician who constructed a 
new symbolic logic at the turn 
of this century? 

Frege began writing a mas¬ 
sive two-volume work applying 
symbolic logic to mathe¬ 
matics. When the first volume 
appeared, and the second was 
still in galley - proof, young 
Bertrand Russell pointed out a 
baric flaw' in the very struc¬ 


ture of the system, since then 
known as "Russell's paradox" 
about sets of classes. 

This "colossal and unique 
intellectual catastrophe,” as 
Isaac Asimov has termed it, 
forced Frege to add a final 
paragraph to fi^second 
volume of his lifework "ad¬ 
mitting that the very founda¬ 
tion of his reasoning was 
shattered and the books there¬ 
fore worthless." 


Has anyone ever heard of a 
political or social or religious 
leacter admitting the same, 
rather than trying bitterly to 
refute his opponents? The hu¬ 
man capacity to process new 
facts so that they agree with 
our conclusions is almost 
ineradicable. 
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Ready by 1972? 


B.C. Spending 


$3 Million 


On Cypress 


The provincial government plans to spend some 
$3 million on the initial development erf Cypress 
Bowl in West Vancouver as a year-round public 
recreation area, Recreation Minister Kenneth Kier- 
nan said Thursday. 

He made the statement outside the House after 
touching lightly on the subject of Cypress Bowl 
during a lengthy review of government parks policy 
during the throne debate. 

In an interview, Kiernan later said he hopes 
the bowl will be ready for public skiing by the win¬ 
ter of 1972-73. He added that long-range govern¬ 
ment plans call for a $10 million total investment 
in the area during the next decade. 

★ -k ★ 

Highways Minister Wesley Black, Kiernan said, 
has already ordered a start on planning of a 24-foot 
mining road to provide access to Cypress Bowl. 
Initial development plans include road, parking fa¬ 
cilities, lifts, coffeeshop and day lodge. 

The recreation minister told reporters the pro¬ 
posed Cypress Bowl development will have roughly 
twice the capacity of Mt. Seymour provincial park, 
also located on the North Shore, which is the most 
popular provincial park in B.C. but is jammed when 
it has 7,500 skiers at one time. 

In his speech to the legislature Kiernan said it 
would cost an estimated $5 million to improve ski¬ 
ing facilities at Mt. Seymour and therefore the gov¬ 
ernment had decided that park had reached the 
practical limit of its expansion. Money spent in 
future at Cypress Bowl would give better value, he 
said. 

Resources Minister Rav Williston announced 
Wednesday the government would develop Cypress 
Bowl as a public recreational area following a sim¬ 
mering political controversy over private involve¬ 
ment in a similar scheme which began in 1963. 


Government has backed off 
from using its leadership 
policies and possibilities and 
has allowed .itself and 
opinions to be trampled under 
by those who openly flaunt 
Canadian law and publicly 
accepted discipline, says John 
Tisdalle (SC — Saanich and 
the Islands). 

Speaking in the Throne 
Speech debate Thun*day Tis- 
dalle said that too often the 
actions of the minority who 
stage such things as the 
demonstration in the House 
on opening day are excused 
as being mere mistakes. 

"There is a fraction and a 
factor in our generation who 
have taken the words author¬ 
ity and establishment and 
made them mean something 
dirty and blasphemous." said 
Tisdalle. 

"They hate tradition. They 
urinate on loyalty and seem 
to have a philosophy of 
destruction — burn it down, 
and out of the ashes try to 
build something else," said 
Tisdalle. 

"Denouncing authority they 
demand authority. Loathing 
responsibility they want re¬ 
sponsibility. Demanding their 
freedom they stifle the free¬ 
dom of others. Shouting for 
People Power they push 
others around. 

"They talk about a dialogue 
and they deny the representa¬ 
tive of the Crown to speak so 
that he can be heard in the 
assembly of democracy." 

Tisdalle said he agreed with 
others who have denounced 
"hippies, yippies, militants 
and nonsense." 

He said the older genera¬ 
tions owed the younger only 
love, protection to a point and 
respect when they deserve it. 

"This Assembly, this demo¬ 
cratic institution represents 
leadership and must take 
responsibility for tolerating 
and condoning and backing off 
from using its leadership 


policies and possibilities." he 
said. 

Tisdalle quoted from a 
brief, which, he said, had 
been compiled by a 19-year- 
old youth, showing a connec¬ 
tion between drug use and 
Communist activities in the 
province. 

He said, too, that there 


should be a crackdown on 
highway deaths, and there 
should be an investigation into 
what responsibility was borne 
by Breweries in highway 
accidents caused by drinking 
drivers. 

Tisdalle also expressed 
himself briefly on the need 
for greenbelts in the region. 


Farmers, said Tisdolle, 
must retain their individual 
rights, and he hoped he would 
not see legislation which could 
jeopardise the position of the 
farmers. 

He said there should be 
further tax exemptions which 
would help them to keep their 
farmland. 


Medicare Cost 
$4.90 a Motith 
Per Resident 


Food Price Hearings 
Proposed by Shelf ord 


The average monthly per capita cost of medicare 
services during the past fiscal year was $4.90 of which 
administration accounted for 23.4 cents, the Legisla¬ 
ture was told Thursday.

Shelford said Thursday that 
he had been disappointed last 
year over the few people who 
had bothered to appear before 
the committee. 


He said that last year the 
committee really did not get 
very far, but he hopes this 
year all groups will co¬ 
operate and submit briefs to 
the committee. The commit¬ 
tee- wants to hear from 
wholesalers, retailers, pro¬ 
ducers and even from con¬ 
sumers. said Shelford. be¬ 
cause they want to find out if 
the chain of supply is efficient 
or whether there are better 
ways o f marketing food 
stuffs.

A natural gas pipeline from 
tiie Mainland to Vancouver 
Island would be far better 
than an atomic power plant 
built on the Island itself, an 
NDP member of the Legisla¬ 
ture said Wednesday. 

Robert Strachan (Cowichan-

24, spent 
a harrow ing 32 hours clinging 
to the keel of the boat, which 
capsized the morning of Jan. 
23 after being hit by a “freak 
wave.*' 

Robertson ami the other 
survivors are sunburned and 
bruised. All are from Toronto. 

All have swollen ankles. 
Morris is suffering from blood 
poisoning in his left loot. 

The Saorsa sailed from 


Canada in October, calling at 
New York-, Savannah, Ga., 
Miami, Fla. and the Ba¬ 
hamas. She was en route to 
Santo Domingo when the 
wave capsized her. 

The five Canadians, 
pounded by strong seas, clung 
to the keel. Lacking food and 
water, they relieved their 
hunger and thirst with some 
floating grapefruit and over¬ 
ripe bananas they fished from 
the waves. 

They tried repreatedly to 
attract attention of pussing 
ships with a shiny piece of 
metal and by waving an 
orange fluorescent sou’wester. 
But 24 vessels passed without 
seeing Ihem. 

The Golden Eagle found 
them on Sunday only because 
her captain. John Ramfos, 
had deviated from his normal 
route to take a radio-beacon 
fix on Mona Island.

NANAIMO — Despite inter¬ 
ference from industrial un¬ 
rest. 1970 proved to be the 
most successful year yet for 
export cargoes through the 
port of Nanaimo, Harbor 
Commission chairman Doug 
Robinson says. 

In its 10th year of opera¬ 
tion, 225 deep-sea vessels 
entered the port .to load or 
discharge cargoes. 

Robinson said this is one 
more than 1969 but actually 
beat’s no relation to the 
activity of the port, since 
lumber and wood products 
carriers are getting bigger. 

The 1 u m 1) e r export of 
422,949.830 foot board meas¬ 
ure increased by 24 per cent 
In 1970 over 1969, and the pulp 
export of 320.523 short tons 
increased by 18 per cent. 

* * * 

Since the inception of the 
Nanaimo Harbor Commission 
in January. 1961. lumber 
exports have nearly quad¬ 
rupled. and pulp exports have 
increased by 275 per cent. 

Other wood products such 
as plywood, newsprint and 
kraft paper are being ex¬ 
ported in ever-increasing 
amounts. Robinson said. 

During the summer. 2,970 
vessels having on board 9.231 
crew members occupied 
Commercial Inlet Basin. Of 
these. 572 were Canadian and 
2.398 of other registries. This 


is' a slight increase over the 
previous year. About 100 
commercial fieJilug vessels 
winter in the basin annually. 

The commission, th rough 
trade development officer R. 
D. Chase, has been trying to 
attract further business for 
the port, and in 1970 it signed 
a contract with MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd. for export of 
400,000 tons of pulp and other 
wood products over the 
wharves during the next five 
years.

Robinson said discussions 
are proceeding witb other 
companies towara volume 
shipments of various cargoes 
and that "some of these 
discussions will finalize into 
definite commitments during 
the next Jtear.” 

lie said the establishment 
of the Cipa mill on the site of 
a previous sawmill has 
proved "particularly advan¬ 
tageous” to both the company 
and the commission. 


Eaoom Timber Sales Ltd. 
continued to be the largest 
exporter of lumber over the 
assembly wharves, and al¬ 
though exports to the Atlantic 
seaboard declined in 1970.

account for the increase in 
lumber export. 

During the 10 years of

to go ahead with the complex 
raising the money without 
seeking approval from the 
ratepayers passed almost 
unanimously. 

Lukaitis said to make it 
legal the same motion had to 
be iiassed at the recent public 
meeting, but at that time all 
council members except 
Lukaitis and Powley reversed 
tlieir original decision and 
decided to hold a money 
b> law. 

"What is the use of holding 
committee meetings w h e n 
council turns around at the 
public mooting and does 
exactly the opposite?" 
Lukaitis asked. 


He said council repeatedly 
uj the |iasl several 1 months 
nad given public assurance 
that the centre could lie 
financed from available re¬ 
sources. A similar assurance 
was given to a delegation 
from the local branch of tlie 
Old Age Pensioners Organiza¬ 
tion that they would lie able 
to move lo their new quarters 
later this year.

Five Canadians 
Survive 
Yacht’s Upset 
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W I L LEMSTAD. Curacao 
(AP) — Five Canadian sur¬ 
vivors of a shipwreck have 
arrived in this capital of The 
Netherlands Antilles aboard 
the Greek tanker Golden 
Eagle, which rescued them 
Sunday from the waters of 
Mona Passage, west of 
Puerto Rico. 

Bruce Robertson, 43, owner 
of the Canadian-registered 65- 
foot sailing yacht Saorsa, his 
daughter Dale, 17, and son 
Michael, 14; David Morris. 31, 
and Sharon Morrow, 24, spent 
a harrowing 32 hours clinging 
to the keel of the boat, which 
capsized the morning of Jan. 
23 atter being hit by a "freak 
wave." 

Robertson and the other 
survivors are sunburned and 
bruised. All arc from Toronto. 

All have swollen ankles. 
Morris is suffering from blood 
poisoning in his left loot. 

The Saorsa sailed from 


Canada in October, calling at 
New York, Savannah, Ga„ 
Miami, Fla. and the Ba¬ 
hamas. She was en route to 
Santo Domingo when the 
wave capsized her. 

The five Canadians, 
pounded by strong seas, clung 
to tlu»,keel. Lacking food and 
w'ater, they relieved their 
hunger and thirst with some 
floating grapefruit and over¬ 
ripe bananas they fished from 
the waves. 

They tried repreatedly to 
attract attention of passing 
ships with a shiny piece of 
metal and by waving an 
orange fluorescent sou’wester.

Thursday there would be no 
Berlin settlement which did 
not guarantee free and unhin¬ 
dered access plus the right to 
free assembly in West Berlin. 

Brandt, in his annual state 
of the nation address to 
Parliament here, accused 
East Germany of attempting 
to wreck the four-power talks 
on Berlin by continued inter¬ 
ference with traffic between 
the city* and West Germany 
In a tough speech, he said 
there could be no general de- 
escalation of tensions in cen¬ 
tral Europe without agree¬ 
ments with all Warsaw Pact 
countries. 

But it was his reference to 
free assembly which caught 
the most attention. In the 
broadest sense, this could 
mean plenary meetings of the 
Bundestag in West Berlin.

Conductor Plays Autocrat , 
But Young Band Responds 
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Young musicians from 
Victoria schools could 
never have known what 
it was like to play under 
Ihe late Toscanini but 
got a sample of a very 
similar style Thursday 
when a band of 180 play¬ 
ed under the baton of 
Vaclav Nelhybel. 

The Czech-born composer 
opened his three-day work¬ 
shop at Reynolds Road school 
with the Three Revolutionary 
Marches of Smetana which 
Nelhybel had arranged. 


He turned the session into 
a physical musical experience 
that totally absorbed the 
students and teachers who 
went to listen. As a conductor 
he is sarcastic, bitter and 
incisive. 

“Is it any good I should be 
nice to you?" he demanded. 
"Here you are the intelli¬ 
gentsia of the bunds and you 


don’t hear yourselves play. 
Come on now, listen and 
play." 

The stocky gray-haired 
composer and conductor 
pounded his music stand 
smashing his baton down 
again and again. Nelhybel 
gets attention and rapport 
when he works. 


At one point he stormed 
into the midst of the hand¬ 
picked band shouting "1 
marked my score torte and 
you go blah. There’s a 
fantastic outcry here in the 
music for a forte and you go 
meow. Is anyliody awake 
here? Hands up." 

He got the response he 
wanted. It wasn’t all rant 
and rave. He also dissolved 
his band into laughter. 

After one confrontation with 
the percussion section which 
insisted on playing softly he 
said "All right come. Now we 
all take a laugh break.” 

They all did and the young 
musicians loved him. Darting 


among the musicians he gave 
individual instruction and 
glowered at individuals who 
he detected were playing at 
less than their capacity. 

Nelhybel roared at the 
trumpets and leapt from his 
stand to reproach them. 

“I come here and ask you 
and you play fine. 1 go away 
only 10 feet and again you are 
lousy. What’s the matter? 

He sang, hummed, rapped 
out the time end again the 
First Revolutionary March 
commenced. It stopped. He 
had a tantrum. It began 
again. It stopped. He raved. 
It began again. It stopped and 
began again but each time it 
got better. 


He began to get the tempo 
and dynamics he demanded 
and the musicians knew they 
were good. 

When Nelhybel keeps going, 
then the music is really 
moving. 

At no time during the 
workshop was there even a 
hint that here was a highly- 


regarded composer and con¬ 
ductor with an international 
reputation playing down to a 
group of children. 

As confidence among the 
players grew, one girl whis¬ 
pered a comment to her 
companion in the woodwind 
section. Nelhybel spun around 
to demand: "Do I have your 
permission to start, please?" 

It will be like that again 
from 3:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m, 
today and also from 2 p.m. To 
5 p.m. Saturday. 


The composer - conductor, 
who now makes his home 
near New York, was invited 
here by Howard Denike, 
president of the Victoria 
School Band Directors’ Asso¬ 
ciation, when the group de¬ 
cided to hold a second band 
clinic. Last season Canadian 
Howard Cable worked with a 
large band here. 

Nelhybel has an impressive 
list of credits as a composer 
including the Cock and the 
Hangman. This is a ballot 
opera that was performed In 
Prague in 1947. 


His work has been per¬ 
formed by the Vienna Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra and most 
major orchestras in Europe 
and the United States. 

He explained "Now I spend 
most of my time in compos¬ 
ing and lecturing at univer¬ 
sities." Why did he come to 
Victoria? "I got a call from 
Howard Denike. The idea of 
coming so far west to work 
with a group of serious young 
musicians interested me and 
the more I thought about it 
the more intrigued I got. So I 
arrived." 


Denike has the last word. 
"We decided to have a 
Centennial 71 band clinic and 
we wanted the best man we 
could get. We feel lucky that 
Vaclav Nelhybel accepted.” 

During the clinic the com¬ 
poser will introduce a B.C. 
centennial composition based 
on the first three musical 
phrases of O Canada. So far 
the students haven't seen it 
but it appeal's guaranteed to 
generate excitement this 
afternoon and Saturday.

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Small Deficit Surprise 
For St. Joseph’s Hospital 


Si Josephs Hospital’s 
board of management was 
surprised to learn Thursday 
night it had a deficit of only 
$28,000 Iasi year 

The board had expected 
heavier losses resulting from 
provincial .government spend¬ 
ing cutbacks that were im- 
l»osed after one-third of the 
year had expired. They also 
anticipated a greater loss 
because St. Joseph’s ha? 
accelerated its admissions, a 
practice that automatically 
increases costs. 

However, the first “run- 
through" of the hospital’s 1070 
operating budget of close to 
$8 million showed a loss of 
$ 62 , 000 . 

The 1969 operating deficit 
was $174,000. 

Adjustments from B.C. 
Hospital Insurance Service 
will reduce that to $28,000 but 
the hospital will have further 
jtrgumepts t o present to 
BCH1S that might bring down 
the loss even further 


Dr E. G. Q. Van Tilburg. 
St. Joseph’s executive direc¬ 
tor. reported that a bed-use- 
review program applied last 
spr ing was the main fact/rr in 
increasing admissions from 
14.035 persons during 1909 to 
14.B38 last year. 

The bed-use review system 
basically is a closer patrol of 
patient lengths of stay. The 
average length of stay al St. 
Joseph’s was reduced to 9.9 
days from 10.2 the previous 
year. 

The hospital’s board was 


told that, because wailing 
lists are getting longer, it is 
treating more serious forms 
of disease. The implication is 
that if persons were admitted 
earlier they would not be as 
ill 

As a result, St. Joseph's 
performed 5.155 major opera¬ 
tions last year compared with 
4,924 during 19G9 


Turner Amends Bail Bill 
In Sections Police Opposed

Ottawa has changed 
two proposed laws which 
Canadian police chiefs 
said last fall could defeat 
police power to deal ef¬ 
fectively with the crimin¬ 
al element. The Daily 
Colonist learned Thurs¬ 
day.

Heart Surgery 

Date Advanced 
For Victorian 

Vancouver General Hospital apparently has ac¬ 
celerated its heart sUrgery program with the result 
that a Victoria man who was told he would have to 
wail until late March now has his life-saving operation 
set for next Wednesday. 


Anthony A, Wilson, a by- 
year-old businessman vv h o 
lives at 1857 Hollywood Cres¬ 
cent. said Thursday he got 
the news from the Vancouver 
surgeon earlier this week. 

"It is a great relief — it is 
like winning a sweepstake." 
he said. 


Wilson was told in Novem¬ 
ber that he would need one of 
his heart’s valves replaced 
but the waiting lists were so 
long he would have to w-ait 
until the end of March. Even 


then, hr could not be given a 
precise date. 

Wilson said the waiting lists 
for o]>en heart surgery at the 
hospital wer£ difficult to 
explain because doctors con¬ 
firmed that a second operat¬ 
ing room with a heart-lung 
'machine were available, as 
were beds. 

Only one operating room 
was being used. 

Wilson will he admitted 
Sunday in preparation for ihe 
operation three days later. 


The disclosure was made by* 
Victoria Chief J. F. Gregory’, 
chairman of the law amend¬ 
ments committee of the 
Canadian Association of 
Chiefs ol Police, on his return 
from a two-day meeting in 
Ottawa of the association 
executive. 

Gregory said the chiefs feel 
ihe result of the changes, 
announced by Justice Minister 
John Turner, is a national 
bail reform bill that is “a 
practical piece of legislation 
and a very humane approach 
to a particularly pressing 
problem." 

■k k k 

Tlie chiefs spent most of 
one day with Turner, who 
introduced the bail bill last 
summer, inlending to press 
suggested changes put for¬ 
ward by the association’s 1970 
convention last September in 
London, Ont. ; 

They tound he bad already 
acted by submitting an 
amended bill to Parliament 
last week and the amend¬ 
ments covered most of the 
suggestions. 

Gregory said Ottawa is not 
changing the chief goal of the 
hill — reduction of the time 
that people spend in jail 
before their first court ap¬ 
pearance and then before 
trial - and added the chiefs 
had not asked for changes 
there but had voiced unani¬ 
mous support. 

* * + 

Ottawa’s new moves, be 
said, were in a section which 
forced police to decide on the 
street whether to lock up a 
person or give him an order 
to appear in court on a 
certain date. 

Police at all levels -across 
Canada bad criticized this 
proposal for several reasons 
identity, evidence, possible 
new’ offences and failure to 
a noear on the required date. 

In addition, the section 
indicated the arresting officer 
might be subject to civil 
action if the arresl was 
proved unreasonable, im¬ 
proper or not in the public 
interest. 

* * * 

Gregory said Turner dis¬ 
closed changes to overcome 
all those objections. The 
amended bill says a peace 
officer shall not arrest a 
person without warrant for an 
offence, unless that officer 
has "reasonable and probable 
grounds" to believe these 


things are needed to sutisly 
the public interest: 

• Establishment of the 
person's identity. 

• Securing or preserving 
evidence. 

• Prev enting a new 
offence, or continuation or 
repetition of the old one. 

Gregory said the amended 
bill also allows a peace 
officer to act if he has "reas¬ 
onable grounds" to believe the 
person won't go to court 
unless he's arrested. 


And the same section has 
one other amendment — the 
peace officer "is deemed to 
lie acting lawfully and in the 
execution of his duty" unless 
a person claiming otherwise 
can prove his claim. That 
means the onus in cases of 
civil action against peace 
officers remains with the 
accused. 


Gregory said the second 
change announced by Turner 


was lu a section which made 
failure to appear in court a 
summary conviction matter, 
with lesser penalties than in 
the present case of indictable 
offence. 

The amended bill makes 
such failure either a matter 
for indictable or summary 
action, depending ui>on cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Canada's police chiefs had 
feared a definite reduction in 
penalty for failure to appear 
in court could mean a huge 


increase in the numiier of 
outstanding warrants, forcing 
police to spend a greater 
proportion of their time in 
seeking the missing instead of 
enforcing the law. 


Gregory said ti»e meeting 
with Turner left all chiefs 
present satisfied with tlie 
entire bill. 

"There was no complaint 
from any area to my knowl¬ 
edge," he said.

Non-Radical ’ Winner

A twenty-year-old political 
science student who describes 
himself as a “non-radical" 
was elected president of the 
Alma Mater Society of the 
University of Victoria in a 
general election Thursday. 

Ian McKinnon, of 2944 
Queenston. Saanich, polled 420 
of a total 1,452 votes cast in a 
close win over more radical 
runners-up Russell Freethy 
and Ron Armstrong. 

In another ballot. UVic 
students indicated they want 
an expanded Student Union 
Building, but are unwilling to. 
pay for it. 

Eighty-five per cent of the 
students who voted said they 
wanted an expanded SUB but 
only 54 per cent were willing 
to pay the extra $5 AMS fees 
the expansion would require. 

It was the second time a 
referendum for SUB expan¬ 
sion failed to attain the 
necessary two-thirds major¬ 
ity. Students defeated a sim-

liar motion in March, 1970. 

Other students, council offi¬ 
cer* elected Thursday were 
Deryk Thompson, vice-presi¬ 


dent: Keith Gibbs, academic 
affairs chairman; Paul MaJ- 
narich, treasurer; and Pat 
Dunae, communications direc¬ 
tor. 

The closest balloting was 
lor academic affairs chair¬ 
man. where Keith Gibbs won 
out by 21 votes over Bill 
Dougan. 

Only aboui 29 '-per cent «»f 
VVic’s estimated 5,000 stu¬ 
dents turned out to vote. 

A second referendum, this 
one lor clarifying revisions to 
the AMS constitution, passed 
with 69 |M*r cent of the vote. 

McKinnon, who attends uni¬ 
versity on a traineeship from 
The Bay. told ti>e Colonist in 
an interview Thursday night 
that in most issues he tends 
to align himself with "author¬ 
ity figures." 

During his campaign, he 
referred to himself as a "non- 
radical." He will succeed 
Robert McDougall, who was 
also elected on a conservative 
platform.

The stern section of the 
$1,900,000 newsprint barge the 
Rothesay Carrier will be 
launched next Friday at Yar¬ 
rows Ltd. in Esquimau. 

The forward section of the 
363-foot long vessel was built 
by Burrard Drydock Co. Ltd., 
North Vancouver and will lie 
towed to Esquimalt Harbour 
on Tuesday. 

Yarrows general manager 
John Wallace told the Colonist 


Thursday the two sections 
will be joined together in the 
Esquimalt Graving dock. 
Completion date will be about 
ALaruh 20. 
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The barge, the first of its. 
kind, will carry newsprint 
from St. John. B.N. to eastern 
U.S. ports. 

The Rothesay Carrier will 
be capable of carrying 7.200 

tons of newsprint. 


Its 23.tXH)-square-foot cargo 
space would be capable of 
containing eight regulation- 
sized tennis courts. 

The stern of the barge 
contains a shallow notch 
which will allow it to be 
pushed by a tug when it 
enters river ports such as 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

The barge will be towed to 
the e a * t coast via the 
Panama Canal.
